U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jacobsen et al. (US 6073034). 
Regarding claim 1, Jacobsen shows: 

A display means (202 in fig.8, 301 in fig. 10a) having first and second edges (top and 

bottom edges of the display); 

Means (218) for performing key function; 

A housing (210) having first and second ends (connections for 215 and 204); 
A cover part (208); 

The first edge of the display means (top of 202) is nearer the second end (connection 
for 204) of the housing than the second edge of the display (bottom of 202); 
The key means (218) are nearer the second end (connection for 204) of the housing 
than the first end (connection for 215) of the housing. 

Regarding claims 2-3, Jacobsen shows: 

The distance from the second edged (bottom of 202) of the display to the second end 
(connection for 204) of the housing is substantially greater than distance from the 
second edge (bottom of 202) of the display to the first end (connection for 215) of the 
housing; 

The display (202) is closer to the first end (connection for 21 5) of the housing than the 
key means (218). 
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5. Claims 4-16 have not been treated, see the improper multi-dependent claim 
rejection above.
